Test recording to optimize data recording is well established 
in the art. The reference shows the use of a test recording on a disk SI , calculating a 
first characteristics value B S2 , generating a second characteristics value based on a 
modulation rule S5 in order to optimize the laser output S6.

Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 
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None of the cited prior art shows or teaches determining the preferred value of a 
recording velocity based on the first and second generated characteristics as claimed.
